Blue Lake Rises 
Amos Doom, Harrisburg water 
superintendent, said that Blue Lake 
rose at least a foot as a result of 
the rainfall, adding to the supply 
on hand for the community. 
Yesterday’s pumping 
was the 
first at the reservoir since June 3. 
Thomas Morgan, Saline County 
Soil Conservation district conserva­ 
tionist, said it was difficult immed­ 
iately to estim ate the value of the 
rain to the corn and soybean crops 
in the arca but added that it has 
been a tremendous benefit. 
The previous high heat, he said, 
may have in many instances kill 
ed off some of the pollen, which 
will result in the corn ears not 
being properly filled out. 
The rain, he said, will be worth 
as much to pastures as it is to 
the crops. It will put enough mois­ 
ture into the ground to permit the 
seeding of pastures and meadows 
this fall, he declared.

Will Aid Millions 
To Buy Homes 


President Says 
Nation Needs More 
Generous Program

The nation got a new housing 
law today. 
President Eisenhower 
predicted it will enable millions 
of families to buy homes of their 
own. 
The new 
Housing Act of 1954 
I became official when Mr. Eisen­ 
hower penned hic signature to it 
at a White House ceremony at­ 
tended by Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon and Republican congres­ 
sional leaders. 
Mr 
Eisenhower said provisions 
of the law liberalizing terms on gov­ 
ernm ent insured 
mortgages “ will 
raise the housing standards of our 
people” and bring homeownership 
within reach of many families of 
modest income for the first time. 
He frankly voiced his disappoint­ 
ment, however, that Congress ap­ 
proved only one fourth of the 140,- 
ooo new public housing units he 
recommended. 
He said he still 


j thinks the nation needs a more 
generous program. 
But on the whole, he said, he felt 
that the law represents achieve­ 
ments of one of his major legisla- 
j tive goals.
